Then coring nothing about 
the impossible record it loft, ho mod* aoi effort to explain it in cither the 
record or tbs files. On top of all of this, he not only failed to identify the 
source, even the date of the picture, allowed the error that is so misleading to 
stand without correction, and used a cropped version of the picture so that,-- as 
published in the record, it is oimposaible to identify the place or time it was 
taken, which Is not difficult in taa unedited version. 

On the reverse side of the picture, howsveT, there Is typed the legend, 

"Lea Harvey Oswald passing out circulars 8-J.6-63 In Hew Orleans”. It 13 Secret 
Service Control 200, part of CD37, This reverse side end the letter axe attached.
